FARM LABOR. 
The slowin g d own in in d ustrial activity d uiin g 
the last two mon ths of the year 1929 had on e ef­ 
fect which has escaped gen eral atten tion an d 
th at is its bearin g on the farm labor market. Ac­ 
cord in g to a recen t statem en t from the Un ited 
States Departmen t of Agriculture the supply of 
farm labor on Jan uary first was fifteen per cen t 
greater th an the d eman d , with a con sequen t low­ 
erin g of farm wages in all parts of the coun try* 
Con tin uin g, the report says: 
“Farm wages in creased d urin g the first ten 
mon ths of last year, but from October, 1929. to 
Jan uary 1. this year, the curtailmen t in in d ustrial 
activity resulted in a sharp in crease in the supply 
of farm labor an d a greater than average season ­ 
al d eclin e in farm wages.” 
This is in terestin g in view of the fact that we 
have been told for some time past th a t on e of the 
chief obstacles to farm prosperity has been the 
scarcity of farm labor with con sequen t high 
wages it was n ecessary to pay farm help. 
This 
was accoun ted for by on e of our con stan tly 
moun tin g in d ustrial prosperity which, it was 
stated , was attractin g labor from the farm to the 
city, where greater wages were to be had . 
It is ex tremely d oubtful, however, whether in ­ 
creasin g the supply of farm labor through an in ­ 
d ustrial slump in the cities would be of an y ben e­ 
fit to the farmer. 
In d eed , quite the reverse is 
apt to be true for the reason that it is the peo­ 
ple in our cities an d town s who furn ish the iaim - 
er his greatest market. 
If these people in the 
urban d istricts are un employed or employed at 
part time they can n ot con sume as man y of the 
farm ers’ prod ucts as would be the case were they 
stead ily employed an d prosperous. 
That is on e 
of the reason s why the farmer, whethci he lcal- 
izes it or n ot. is vitally in terested in an ad equate 
protective tariff on in d ustrial as welj as farm 
prod ucts. 
/ 
However, it is n ot to be ex pected that there will 
be an y further in crease in the supply of farm 
labor, d ue to in d ustrial d epression in the cities.

FARM LABOR. 


The slowing down in industrial activity during 


last two months of the year 1929 had one ef- 


feet which has escaped general attention and 
that is its bearing on the farm labor market. Ac- 
cording to a recent statement from the United 
.States Department of Agriculture the supply of 
farm labor on January first was fifteen per cent 
greater than the demand, with a consequent low- 
ering of farm wages in all parts of the country. 
Continuing, the report says: 


"Farm wages increased during the first ten 


months of last year, but from October, 1929, to 
January 1, this year, the curtailment to industrial 
activity resulted in a sharp increase to the supply 
of fatm labor and a greater than average season- 
al decline in farm wages." 


This is interesting in view of the fact that we 


.have been told for some time past that one of the 
chief obstacles to farm prosperity has been the 
scarcity of farm labor with consequent" high, 
•wages it was necessary to pay farm help. This 
•was accounted for by one of our constantly 
mounting industrial prosperity which, it was • 
stated» was attracting labor from the farm to the 
'City, where greater wages were to be had. 


It is extremely doubtful, however, whether in- 


creasing the supply of farm labor through an in- 
•dustrial slump in the cities would be of any bene- 
fit to the farmer. Indeed, quite the reverse is 
apt to be true for the reason that it is the peo- 
ple in our cities and towns who furnish the farm- 
er his greatest market. If these people in the 
urban districts are unemployed or employed at 
part time they cannot consume as many of the 
farmers' products as would be the case were they 
steadily employed and prosperous. That is one 
of the reasons why the farmer, whether he real- 
izes it or not, is vitally interested in an adequate 
protective tariff on industrial as weH as farm 
products. 
/ 


However, it is not to be expected that there will 


be any further increase in the supply of farm 
labor, due to industrial depression in the cities. 


The present indications are that the whiter slump 
is nearing its end and that the tide of prosperity 
'will soon be rising againv

porting system of state and na- 
tional highways, with only in- 
itial cost. England is now build- 
ing a system of highways model- 
ed after the same plan as ours. 


Under the suggested plan, a 


system of thorough industriar 
and military highways of some 
50,000 mileage would connect our 
national capitol and the capitals 
of our 48 states. No plan of ex- 
press motor highway, however 
will be complete without a cen- 
tral highway from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. Hence the study 
of routes now being made to 
learn the best one from all an- 
gles. 


The north route is over near 


and along the 40th parallel, the 
southern following closely the 
37th parallel and the central 
near the 39th. The north route is 
2800 miles in length with a total 
adjacent population of eighty- 
two million people. The south 
road is 2900 miles long, with an 
adjacent population of eighty- 
five million people, 
the 


middle route is 2700 miles long 
with a north and south popula- 
tion 'of eighty-three million.
